Eisen hower replied vig orously 
that this charg e is completely un ­ 
true. He said he recalled that he 
had urg ed both sides in the steel 
dispute to exercise disciplin e or 
the coun try would be in a bad fix. 
The Presiden t said he doep’t 
wan t to see the wag e-price spiral 
con tin ue an d has urg ed man ag e­ 
men t to keep its prices down . He 
would be delig hted if prices could 
\ k reduced, Eisen hower added. 
As far as favorin g man ag emen t 
if con cern ed, the Presiden t said 
he has very little in terest in the 
relative few amon g the man ag e­ 
men t an d big capitalistic classes 


as compared with his in terest in 
the workin g man .

Reven ue agen ts 
sen t to seize th e elep h an ts for tax es 
foun d th ere were on ly six . Th e cir­ 
cus h ad been p lay in g tricks on 
Un cle Sam. 
“You n ame it an d we’ve seized 
it at some time or oth er.” a reve­ 
n ue agen t declared. Th e list ex ­ 
ten ds from abattoirs an d bordellos 
to X-ray mach in es an d zith ers. 
On ce th e boy s grabbed a.dry - 
clean in g establish men t an d actual­ 
ly h ad to run it for several weeks 
in order to return th e customers’ 
cloth es. 
“Sometimes we act swiftly to 
keep th e assets from bein g taken 
away ,” an agen t ex p lain ed. “Th e 
tax p ay ers can ’t tell but wh at th ey 
are bein g h eld up by a robber. 
It’s risky . We’ve got our commis­ 
sion s in our p ockets but th ey won ’t 
stop bullets.”

When George Meany delivers one of his 
periodic blasts 
against 
labor 
legislation, 
members of Congress are expected to shiver 
in their shoes. 
That is why the president of AFL-CIO de­ 
livers the blasts. It is part of his job. He is 
earning his salary when he makes politicians 
nervous. 
As he and other union leaders have been 
pointing out tirelessly for many years, the 
issue of whether and how much organized la­ 
bor should be held answerable for the extra­ 
ordinary power it has been given is in poli­ 
tics. It is the essence of politics, because 
organized labor today is the source of the 
money and the energy keeping the Demo­ 
cratic part of the two-party system alive. 
It is, therefore, part of every leading union­ 
ist’s job to keep his political fences mended. 
He must keep his side’s partisans lined up 
and full of enthusiasm. He must whip the 
faint-hearted back into the line of march 
when they w’ould prefer to fall by the way­ 
side. 
He must make the opposition ever-mindful 
of organized labor’s financial resources and 
person-to-person influence in elections. The 
main idea in this respect is to keep the op­ 
position off-guard; to discourage it from ral­ 
lying all its resources at once and perhaps 
striking a blow the unions could not parry. 


BUT WHO IS the opposition? 
What is causing President Meany and the 
other top strategists of unionism to blast off 
so frequently and so vehemently? WTiat ac­ 
counts for the fact that Mr. 
Meany 
and 
James R. Hoffa. even Mr. Hoffa and Walter 
Reuther, can see eye to eye on this when on 
other matters they are irreconcilable? 


Being in politics and being fully and closely 


informed, these men and their skilled ad­ 


visers are in possession of information, we 
suspect, that 
so 
far is 
known 
only 
to 
politicians. 
They know how many U.S. representatives 
and senators are in their pockets, how many 
are itching to get out and, of course how 
many they never had in their pockets in the 
first place. And they are aware of a revolt 
brewing in the congressional mind against 
unionism’s touch-me-not attitude. 
Politicians who stay in office by making 
more right guesses than wrong ones about 
voter feeling in their districts and states are 
weighing the specific question of what will 
happen if they are recorded one way or the 
other on labor reform. 


UNTIL RECENTLY, they hoped to be able 
I to get off easy with a vote on a bill that 
would specify procedural reform in unions 
and skip the hot question of whether to curb 
unions in their dealings with the public. 
But in the House. wrhere the hot question 
now is being heated still hotter, there are 
more politicians playing with the idea of 
genuine reform than Mr. Meany, Mr. Hoffa, 
Mr. Reuther, John L. Lewis, Harry Bridges or 
any of the other leading lights of unionism 
like to think about. 
The point is that all unionism’s leading 
lights are leading in the same direction in 
this respect, and that is part of Mr. Meany’s 
problem. Whether he likes it or not, he and 
Mr. Hoffa are both interested in the same 
thing — no reform in unionism. They are 
working opposite sides of the street, but they 
are using the same sales talk. 


No More Plain Black And White? 


Incredible as it seems outside the places 
where it’* credible, Southerners are ’finding 
symbolism w’here no symbolism was intend­ 
ed. The latest one is “The Three Little Pigs.” 
which a Florida legislator thinks should he 
banned because one pig is black, one is w’hite 
and one is mixed. 
This one isn’t quite as silly as the story 
about the black rabbit and the white rabbit 
that was offensive in Alabama, but it will 
do nicely as an illustration of what is plaguing 
the Deep South. 
There is no such thing as plain black and 
white any more. Everything has to be given 
significance. The black horses must not win 
the races. They must not be seen in the 
pasture with white horses. 
All pictures with white leghorns and black­ 
birds must be banned, because blackbirds can 
fly higher and make more noise than white 
birds. 


Black printing on white paper will have to 
go, though that raises a ticklish question. 
Would white printing on black paper be bet­ 
ter, or will everything have to be made fan­ 
cy — red printing on green paper? 
Black-and-white snowscapes such as are 
common in the North will be subject to eth­ 
nic analysis, as will the principal elements 
of floating crap games. There can be no more 
black-and-white television, either. 
The Deep South, except for philosophers 
like Harry Golden, who was imported from 
the North, is losing its perspective — what 
little it ever had on the color issue. It is 
Golden, by the way, who points out that if 
everybody in the South would remain stand­ 
ing the color barrier would disappear. It is 
only whent hey quit walking about that the 
trouble starts — like those desegregated pigs 
living under the same roof and those ruth­ 
less rabbits! Tsch, tsch.

The T-Man’s Unhappy Lot 


The ingenuity of internal reve­ 
nue agents is a big reason why 
taxes are inevitable. 
Sometimes 
the T-men 
almost 
astonish themselves when they go 
after unpaid taxes. 
One morning recently, the reve­ 
nue service woke up to find it had 
acquired 140 reducing salons, seized 
for an alleged $1,235,000 tax debt. 
Not only that, but a Treasury’ 
Department official was on 
the 
phone demanding angrily, “Where 
is my wife going to get her re­ 
ducing treatments? She just con­ 
tracted for a $500 course with that 
outfit.” 
It didn’t take the 
government 
long to learn it had a pretty lean 
business 
on 
its 
hands 
without 
chubby customers to ring the cash 
register. The reducing salons are 
now back in operation under bank­ 
ruptcy proceedings, trying to roll 
the unpaid taxes off overweight 
clients. 
Seizing slendering firms is un­ 
usual, the revenue agents admit, 
but they have pounced on circus 
elephants, 
truckloads 
of 
water­ 
melons and a lonely mule or so in 
an effort to squeeze unpaid taxes 
out of citizens. 


ONE AGENT in IRS headquart­ 
ers in Washington returned from 
lunch recently and spied a con­ 
vertible parked at the curb on 12th 
St. NW. He noted the license num­ 
ber from force of habit, rushed 
inside and discovered the car was 
an asset he was hunting to satisfy 
some unpaid taxes. Quickly, he ran 
outside and slapped a seizure not­ 
ice on the windshield. As he did so, 
he was roughly spun around to 
face a mean - tempered prize­ 
fighter who had been inside trying 
to work out a deal for paying his 
delinquent taxes. 
Two other agents not long ago 
called on a suburban grocer to 
learn why he omitted filing in­ 
come tax returns the last 
five 
years. The untaxed citizen seemed 
rather friendly and made a date 
with the agents to go over his 
records that afternoon. When the 
T-men returned and approached 
the house, a shotgun was poked 
out of the door. 
“Look out!” yelled one agent, 
knocking 
h i s 
partner 
to the 
ground. The shotgun blast caught 
one man, wounding him slightly. 
Fifteen minutes later, the grocer 
killed himself. 
Another agent, hunting for 
a 
citizen whose dues were in arrears, 
found her working in a laundry 
Her pay was so small she could 
barely keep herself, let alone pay 
her back taxes. The agent simply 
borrowed her boss’s telephone and 
called a competing laundry. Then 
he bundled the surprised woman 
into a taxi and took her to a new. 
better-paying job. 
“He was way out of line, but he 
was human,” the IRS commented. 
A high IRS official related how 
he was sent to seize a mule. He 
made the seizure all right but the 
only way he could get the animal 
to town was to ride it 12 miles 
over the hills. 
An eager agent sent out to seize 
a tractor-trailer outfit drove into 
headquarters with a boxcar-load 
of watermelons. 
“Take ’em back! take ’em back! 
screamed his boss. “We haven’t 
anyplace to keep ’em and they'll 
spoil for sure. Don’t you know a 
load of 
watermelons 
is 
worth 
more than the truck you haul ’em 
in?”

vided authority. 
It was more than IOO years ago 
that Lord Macauley wrote his fam­ 
ous treatise on the American con­ 
stitutional system and said it was 
“all sail and no anchor.” Even 
allowing for the differences be­ 
tween 
European 
and 
American 
concepts, the fact remains that the 
prestige of the United States suf­ 
fers when such picayunish m at­ 
ters as the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee has been dealing 
with lately in passing on ambassa­ 
dorial appointments are reported 
in the press of Europe. 


THERE IS MORE than a passing 
interest, moreover, in the case of 
Lewis Strauss, whose appointment 
as secretary 
of commerce 
has 
stirred up such a controversy in 
the U.S. Senate. In Europe, where 
they heard tales of “witch hunt­ 
ing” and “persecution” under the 
era of so-called “McCarthyism,” 
newspapermen on European pa­ 
pers are asking what is back of 
the apparent vendetta launched 
against Mr. Strauss. 
In Europe they know him as the 
man who helped to prevent Com­ 
munists from g e t t i n g atomic 
secrets and as an official who has 
had the most cordial relations with 
Western governments on atomic 
matters. It is asked whether the 
pendulum has swung the other way 
and if the anti-Communists now 
are the ones being persecuted. 
When some of the newsmen who 
inquire about the issues involved in 
the Strauss case 
are told 
that 
much of the opposition comes from 
senators who favor government 
ownership of electric power proj­ 
ects and that the present secretary 
of commerce has been opposed to 
their views, the question t h e n 
raised is whether the Democratic 
party is America’s Socialist party 
and whether this is going to be the 
issue in the 1960 campaign. 


THERE IS A REVIVAL natural­ 


ly of the discussion about the cele­ 
brated case of J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer, noted scientist, who was 
denied “security clearance” while 
Mr. Strauss was chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 
But it was an impartial board 
which revealed that Dr. Oppen- 
heimer had contacts with Commu­ 
nists while he was at the head of a 
secret laboratory project of the 
U.S. government and that, when 
intelligence officers questioned him 
about these contacts, 
he misled 
them for a long while and then, 
three years afterward, confessed 
that he had lied to the American 
intelligence officers. 
It was, 
in the final 
analysis, 
m atters 
involving 
Dr. 
Opfpen- 
heimer’s judgment and discretion 
which led to his b e i n g barred, 
rather than any question about his 
loyalty. To the European it looks 
like Mr. Strauss is about to be 
punished by the adverse votes of 
many Democratic senators for the 
performance of his duty as a pub­ 
lic official. 
The case has come to be talked 
about abroad as one that is not 
likely to end if the Strauss nomi­ 
nation is rejected for, despite the 
statements of various senators who 
say they are giving objective con­ 
sideration to it, the fact remains 
that rarely ever is a Cabinet of­ 
ficer rejected by the Senate and 
almost never has there been an in­ 
stance where he was rejected os­ 
tensibly for his views on public 
policy. 


T H E 
CONTROVERSY 
estab­ 
lishes an interesting precedent in 
that it helps to support the case 
for some form of parliamentary 
government which would provide 
America with a way to fix directly 
on one or the other of the major 
political parties the responsibility 
for the conduct of both tjhe execu­ 
tive and legislative branches of the 
government at the same time. 
The handling of the Strauss ap­ 
pointment is equivalent to an “im­ 
peachment” of the secretary of 
commerce, who took the oath of 
office seven months ago and has 
been performing the duties of his 
office satisfactorily e v e r since. 
The adverse vote of senators now 
means that these senators would 
remove him from office not for 
what he has done at his post but 
for views he held prior to enter­ 
ing the Cabinet. 
This is an obviously unfair ap­ 
proach. Conceivably it could, in 
time of war, take away from the 
commander-in-chief the power to 
promote a worthy military officer 
to a higher command post. 
It certainly is a means of frus­ 
trating executive operations by in­ 
terfering with the right of a presi­ 
dent to select his own advisers and 
aides. 
Ifs small wonder that so many 
Europeans who study the abuses 
permitted under our constitutional 
system think that America hasn’t 
quite matured. 


Federal Price Control 


B y R aym ond M oley 


The two armies of giants in the 
retail trade are at it again. On 
the one side are manufacturers 
who wish to prevent, by federal 
law, the cutting of prices by re­ 
tail establishments. On the other, 
there are the chain stores, de­ 
partment 
stores 
and 
discount 
houses that would sell at a price 
below that fixed by the manu­ 
facturers. 
On the side of these are various 
departments of the administration, 
including the Department of Justice 
which points out that the bills pro­ 
posed would be out of step with 
the anti-trust acts and the prin­ 
ciples of free enterprise. 
There are bills in the House 
and Senate which would permit 
manufacturers to fix a minimum 
retail price for their products. 


ALL RETAILERS are familiar 
with the origins of this in 1937, 
when the Miller-Tydings bill be­ 
came law. 
This, however, merely permit­ 
ted states to enact the so-called 
“fair trade” laws. But these “fair 
trade” laws have had several set­ 
backs in decisions of state courts 
which of appeals declared in the 
case of General Electric vs. Mas­ 
ters Mail Order that a mail order 
company could not be prevented 
from selling at cut rates in states 
with “fair trade” laws. This prac­ 
tically left the field wide open. 
The bills to close this gap and 
to permit minimum price fixing by 
manufacturers were introduced in 
the Senate by Humphrey and Prox- 
mire and in the House by Oren 
Harris, chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Interstate Commerce. 
The argument for these bills is 
that the small independent retailer 
needs 
protection 
against 
chain 
stores, department stores and dis­ 
count houses which, because of 
large volume, can afford to sell 
at a smaller profit on individual 
items than can the little fellow. 
It is difficult to name any other 
legislation in Congress of more 
concern to more people, pro and 
con, than this. 
There are millions of “little fel­ 
lows” on both sides. There are 
the small retailers and there are 
consumers who, in the face of 
inflation, want to buy as cheaply 
as possible. 


THE CASE for these consum­ 
ers has been championed by the 
AFL-CIO, which has joined the ad­ 
ministration in opposition to the 
bills. The AF1-CIO spokesman, Pet­ 


er Henle, Director of Research, 
has summarized the consumers’ 
argument: 
“The AFL-CIO views this pro­ 
posal with grave concern. The 
wage and salary workers organiz­ 
ed in AFL-CIO unions represent a 
very large portion of the consum­ 
ing public, whose interests we 
believe will be adversely affected 
by the adoption of this proposal. 
“We think that federal resale 
price maintenance will, ^en acted 
(1) increase the cost of living, 
(2) encourage h i g h-price, low- 
volume methods of distribution as 
against low-price, high-volume dis­ 
tribution, (3) intensify the con­ 
sumer’s confusion in the market­ 
place through the further develop­ 
ment of unknown ‘house brands’ 
by the same manufacturers who 
make well-known name brands, 
and (4) offer no real assistance 
to small business.” 
There 
is 
the 
argument 
on 
principle, also: The peril of any 
sort of price fixing by anyone, 
either the private manufacturer or 
the government. Suppose the man­ 
ufacturers fix prices backed by 
federal law. Who is to determine 
what should be the legitimate profit 
that they will make? 
No doubt, when that question 
would arise after the enactment 
of these restrictions on minimum 
prices, the sponsors of these bills 
would come forth with government 
r e g u l a t i o n 
of 
manufactur­ 
ers’ prices. Thus, free enterprise 
would suffer all along the line.

“ Hof and hum id” was the weath­ 
er theme for May , according to 
the monthly sum m ary from Ed­ 
win Copeland of Millport, U. S. 
weather observor, who reported 
tem peratures and rainfall a b o v e 


normal. 
The average tem perature l a s t 
month was 61.7 degrees, com pared’ 
to the normal 57.5 degrees for May 
in Copeland’s 66-y ear records. 
Rainfall totaled 4.66 inches, over 
an inch above the normal 3 43 inch­ 
es for May , he said. 
“ High tem peratures and abnor­ 
mal rainfall has every thing grow­ 
ing rapidly and ahead of season,” 
Copeland reported. 
The tem peratures ranged from 
89 degrees May 6 to a chilly 27 
degrees May 16. Sunshine am ount­ 
ed to 58 per cent, however, which 
is below the norm al 60 per cent 
for the month.
